self except when dealiag^in^niisrepre" 
eentation. His statement this morning 
with reference to tLe county returns is 
calculated, ami intended, to mislead. 
When the editor of the Revive inti- 
mates that the table was made np from 
telegrams paid for jointly, he tells what 
be knows is not true, and lor tha infor- 
mation of the public we will just state 
what the arrangement was. 
A joint 


agreement was made to get returns from 
all the telegraph stations in the county 
on Tuesday night, on president, gover- 
nor, congressman, representatives and 
county ticket. 
The order was to send 


the vote on president first, and the re 
mainder in a subsequent dispatch. It 
turned out that no telegraphic returns 
were sent in that night except on pres 
ident, the count not being completed in 
time to send the remainder. 
The fig- 


ures from which our table of Wednes 
day was made up were not those sup 
pliad by telegraph on Tuesday 
night, 


but were obtained through the efforts 
made by the REPUBLICAN to get full 
returns. 
A 
printed blank was sent 


from this office to each voting place in 
the county, with fujl instructions as to 
how and when it should be sent in. 
A 


table was made from these blanks as 
they came in, and the editor of the Re 
view bad the full benefit of our enter- 
prise, coming to the office and copying 
the returns as we received them. From 
the fact that 
his table—published 


twelve or fifteen hours afterwards—con- 
tained just tho same omissions that ap- 
peared in ours, is conclusive evidence 
that he had no provision for receiving 
news himself, but depended entirely 
upon ours.

"OATH" ON THE RESULT. 


George Allred' Townsend, the versa- 


tile correspondent of 
the ^Cincinnati 


Enquirer, has the following in that pa- 
per of yesterday : 


The Republicans can justly ascribe 


j their success to the magnificent array 


of stump sptakers they sent all over 
the country. In former years the great- 
est stump speakers were in the South, 
but there is "not a man of that section 
effective on the Northern stump to-day. 
They are so far back and away from 
questions of the present and modern 
modes of thought that their stump ora- 
tory, with its flavor of 
egotism, goes 


here like backwoods preaching before 
cultivated society. 
The speeches of 


Henry Ward Beeoher, Rosooe Conkling, 
Robert Ingersoll, Charles Francis Ad- 
ams and of Garfield himself, are among 
those most distinctively mentioned. The 
lesser lights of the same party were 
agreeable here, and effective on the 
judgment and sensibilities. 


General JCharles Grosvenor said, the 


day before the election : "I never saw 
such a campaign in my life as. this is in 
New York. 
I spoke in some of the 


towns in tbo western part of the state, 
and the processions, the uniforms, the 
torches, the traveling arrangements and 
the hospitality beat anything that I ever 
knew. At the town of Bath the Wide- 
Awakes came in hungry, and a requisi- 
tion was made on the generosity of the 
people for rations, and they threw open 
their houses, and in an hour they had 
set tables for 6,000 men. 
You could 


go into a town with about three thou- 
sand people in it, and about three-quar- 
ters of the whole population would go 
to hear you speak. My impression is 
that the people of New York are mad 
at Wade Hampton, and the egotistical 
boasting element from the south." 


Grosvenor said of Garfield : "I sym- 


pathized deeply with that man before 
the Indiana election. It looked at that 
time as if we were beaten, and beaten 
on grounds personal to himself. He 
had been attacked in every way as a dis- 
honest man, unfit to be president.— 
Maine had gone against us. 
Indiana 


seemed almost certain to do so,and Gar- 
field felt that on hie head, on his nomi- 
nation, rested the responsibility of his 
party's defeat. 
It grieved him beyond 


anything be had ever had in bis life. 
As soon as Indiana and Ohio went all 
right, I felt like blessing God for the 
weight He had taken off 
Garfield's 


mind. 
He always was an upright and 


conscientious man." 


Colonel James, ex collector of 
the 


Port of San Francisco, and an intimate 
friend of Tilden, said : ."If our case had 
not been bad enough before, that forged 
Garfield letter did the business for as. 
I have beeu something of an expert in 
regard to letters, and as soon as I saw 
that production, I knew it to be bogus. 
I knew that Gorfield would never write 
an answer to a mere question from a 
stranger, and mark the envelope 'per- 
sonal,' and the letter private and confi- 
dential.

They have been thrash- 
ed so often, beaten so mercilessly, and 
as a party have been so long atone dead, 
that all sensibility la gone. It does not 
hart a corpse to beat it. For the same 
reason, the old Bourbon party is a body 
past hurting by beating. 
Why should 


this latest and worst of its beatings in- 
duce it to discontinue its long-fixed 
habit of receiving a periodical meaning? 
Some of its insensible chiefs fail to see 
any reason why. 


But there is the best of reasons. 


Upon the basis of this year's census, 
the section in whose solidity all the 
hopes of the old corpse are centered 
will soon cease to present a political ba- 
sis on wbich any hope whatever for the 
resurrection of the old corpse can be 
built. In the next election of the 
quadrennial monarch, the Sonthern poli- 
ticians, however solid they may be, will 
not represent the power of 138 in 369 
Presidential vote's. They will not be 
able, with the aid of one or two North- 
ern States, to capture the government. 
The old corpse must abandon, hence- 
forth, all hope'of regaining life or pow- 
er on that basis. The Solid South may 
as well be broken up at once for all the 
hope it will hereafter be able to nourish 
of regaining power with the aid of a 
small section of northern votes. 
With 


the Solid South broken up, or not bro- 
ken up, what, then, |is the use of the 
old Bourbon corpse continuing its ever- 
losing struggle against the inevitable ? 
It the managers of the dead old party 
had any sense, they would determine at 
once to disband and suffer the decayed 
cadaver to dissolve into its [primitive 
atoms. Out of such atoma, combined 
witb other atoms from a rival body 
which would straightway begin to fall 
to pieces, new life in the presence of 
some new public emergency would in 
due time appear,and be clothed in a new 
body wbich the country would not iden- 
tify as the old corpse of the putrid rem- 
iniscence. 
Keeping the latter above 


ground serves only to prevent the ap- 
pearance of such new living body.— 
There is no magician of this world that 
can put a living sou) into the dead car- 
cass wbich goes by the name of the 
Democratic party.

continent. It is much to know that 
we are yet within-a-foVtrew-tkus far im- 
pregnable. Men who are mounted upon 
tradition may fiercely assault it 
The 


champions of defunct ideas may lead 
against it another forlorn hope, tb'ougb 
we do not think that they will. But 
come this kind' of contest again, come a 
repetion at the ballot-box1 of the strug- 
gle of the field, come further attempts 
to postpone the inevitable denouement, 
we know that we of the Northern States 
have the destinies of the Republic in 
our own hands, and that it i* for us, at 
least in the immediate future, to shape 
them. The responsility' is grelt. May 
we be found equal to it 1 


Wo do not believe in Solid South 


forever. 
Once more the game of in- 


timidation and of dictation has suc- 
ceeded; once more the South has put it- 
self outside the great current of public 
opinion; once more it has defied the 
Government which must and will con- 
tinue to be its own, and to which it 
must submit, as we are all submitting. 
But how long does it propose to carry 
on this game? 
How long can it afford

Another influential Southern journal, 


the Charleston News and Courier, views 
the defeat of the Democracy with calm- 
ness and resignation, and accepts it in a 
philosophical manner. It says that it 
was scarcely to be expected that the 
conquerors would submit to the con- 
quered, and- is candid enough to admit 
that, had the South been the victor in 
the Civil War, no circumstances would 
make id prefer Grant to Lee.

Wealth iu Wool.

The United Stalest census of 1810, 


which was the first oue where elements 
other tban that of population were intro- 
duced, shows twenty-four woolen1 factor- 
ies that spun yarn, «nd 9,2 8,260 y^rds 
of woolen cloth woven in families, val- 
ued at $4,4]3,000. In I860 wjol.-.n es- 
tablishments had increased to 2.020, em- 
ployiog 46,000 work ^.eople of various 
grades, and producing goods valued at 
§67,300,000 annually.. The demand for 
blankets and clothing tor the soldiers 
during the rebellion caused a general 
advance iu prices, and a. corresponding 
increase in factories, so that iu 1S70 
per- 


sons-employed in the manufacture 
num- 


bered 87,000, wh6"produc6d goods valued 
at 8177,000.000. The demand for woolen 
factories 'naturally increases with 
the 


population. Since 1833 this country has 
imported wool, either in the manufac- 
tured or in the raw, to the value of over 
SI,200 000,000, and for the past 
four 


years, in the aggregate, $170,000,000 has 
been brought in; while the export has 
been comparatively trifling. lo 1S75 the 
total duties On wool and woolen textures 
amounted to S30,9)4,036. which is the 
largest annual revenue the government 
has received on these articles, with the 
exception'of those of the four years prioi 
to 1845. By this exhibition it will be 
seen tb&t the wool grower in the United 
States meets with a remunerative reward 
for bis labor. In fact, it is another evi- 
d»nce that almost any legitimate occupa 
tion in this country "pays" when prop- 
erly attended to.
